Additional Backup Information

As approved by voters on November 8, 2016 and included in the $101,000,000 Regional Mobility Program of the
2016 Mobility Bond, the purpose of this Advance Funding Agreement is to authorize $7,500,000 of the 2016 Mobility
Bond funds to supplement right of way acquisition, utility adjustments, and construction funds provided by the Texas
Department of Transportation (IXDOT) to improve the intersection of RM 620 and RM 2222.

This project requires the acquisition of two rights of way in order to allow the planned improvements.

The City's total participation is $7,500,000 and the State’s is estimated at $17,900,000, for a total cost estimate of
$25,400,000. The project will be managed by TXxDOT and construction letting year is anticipated to be 2018. The
State will be responsible for 100% of the costs in excess of the City's $7,500,000 participation.




Payments to the State are anticipated to be made on the following payment schedule, pending environmental
approvals and construction letting year:

FY 2017-2018 - $7,500,000

The project is located in District 6 and District 10.
